MANILA, June 3 (UP) — Two 
men have confessed placing a 
time bomb on a commercial air- 
liner which exploded, killing all 13 
persons aboard, government inves- 


tigators said today. . 


The confessions were handed to

Norte province, who were request- 
ed to draw up criminal charges 
against the pair and two others 


authorities in Daet, 


reported implicated. The two men, 
one a convict, the other an ex- 
convict, were paid $92.50 to put 
the bomb on the plane, authorities 
said. 

Two Americans Killed. 

The plane, a Philippine Airlines 
craft, disappeared May 7 while 
en route from Daet to Manila. It 
apparently exploded in flight while 
over the sea. Two Americans, Lud- 
vig Sundeen, 48-year-old mining 
engineer who once lived in Litch- 
field, Minn., and Richard Parker, 
25, formerly of Rochester, N. Y., 
were aboard. 

Daet authorities were asked to 
press the case because the flight 
originated there. The confessions 
given to them said the two men 
were hired to deliver a box to the 
plane and that they did not know 
it contained a bomb. 

Names of those involved were 
withheld, pending the filing of 
formal charges. However, National 
Bureau of Investigation officials 
said evidence already collected was 
sufficient to convict three persons, 
including the alleged instigator of 
the plot. 

Love Triangle Theory. 

The motive was obscure. NBI 
agents said they were investigat- 
ing a report that one passenger 
obtained a $15,000 acident insur- 
ance policy a few days before the 
crash, ‘They also looked into the 
possibility that a love triangle 
might be involved—a triangle in- 
volving a Filipino woman whose 
husband was aboard the plane. 
Thus far, authorities said, the 
evidence against the woman is 
insufficinent to obtain a convic- 
tion. . 

The investigators said that the 
instigator got into contact with 
a Manila ganster and told him to 
get help to deliver the time bomb 
to the plane, 

About May 3, the confessions 
said, the gangster went to one of 
his former cellmates then work- 
ing with convict laborers in a 
rice field and talked him into 
esca , 

ee Switched. 

The escaped convict got a brief- 
ing and then went to the airlines 
office in Daet where he picked 
up a box, which already had been 
weighed and tagged, and then left 
for the airport by taxi cab. En 
route to the airport, the confés- 
sions said, the taxicab was stopped 
by three men, including the gang- 
ster and the instigator who sub- 
stituted another box and switched 
the tags. 

The confessions continued: 

The instigator then ordered two 
others, one of whom is still at 
large, to follow the convict to the 
airport to make sure the box was 
shipped. For pay, the gangster 
was given $92.50, Afterward the 
convict returned to prison and 
eurrendered. 
‘Investigators said the bomb 
probably was exploded by means 
of an ordinary hair-curler mechan- 
ism set when the boxes were 
switched en route to the airport. 
~The plane exploded off Alabat 
island some 30 minutes from Daet. 
The bodies of the nine passengers 
and four crewmen aboard the 
plane have not been recovered.

$43,000 AWARDED 
BECAUSE BUS-WENT 
PAST STOP TWICE 


TRENTON, N.J., June 3 (AP)— 
If a bus company drives a pas- 
senger past his destination twice, 
it must take special pains to get 
him there safely the third time. 
A decision to that effect was 
handed down yesterday by the 
appellate division of New Jersey 
Superior Court, which awarded 
$43,000 in damages to Thomas J. 
Rourke of Orange. Rourke had 
sued Public Service Co-ordinated 
Transport, 

In his complaint, Rourke said 
he boarded a Public Service bus 
in Elizabeth the night of Jan. 21, 
1947, and told the driver to let 
him off at Barber, a community 
near Perth Amboy. Rourke said 
he was not familiar with the 
neighborhood. 

When the bus went past Barber 
without stopping, Rourke got out, 
c the street and boarded a 
bus going back toward Barber. He 
told the second driver to let him 
off there, but the same thing hap- 
pened in reverse. 

Still some distance from his des- 
tination, Rourke again left the 
bus and started to cross the street. 
Before he could make a third stab 
at getting to Barber by bus, an 
automobile hit him. 

Noting “the plaintiff (Rourke) 
had through no fault of his own 
twice been carried past his desti- 
nation,” the court said “it Was 
incumbent. upon the defendant 
(Public Service) to exercise a high 
degree of care for his safety

A 20-year-old housewife, recog- 
nized by police as answering the 
description of the woman who held 
up a confectionery Wednesday, 
was arrested at Ninth and Locust 
streets late yesterday and admitted 
the holdup, police said, after they 
found an air pistol in her purse. 

The woman, Mrs. Delores 
Kirschner, 1113 Angelica _ street, 
was wearing a black raincoat and 
carrying a white purse with a 
shoulder strap when Special Offi- 
cers John Weingart and Robert 
Matteson saw her walking north in 
Ninth street. The woman who 
robbed the confectionery at 2610 
Park avenue of about $20 was de- 
scribed as wearing a black rain- 
coat and carrying a white purse 
on a shoulder strap. 

When the officers questioned her 
on the street, she said she was a 
“working girl” and didn’t know 
anything about a holdup. 

After some dispute she surren- 
dered her purse, in which the of- 
ficers found the air pistol, which 
shoots pellets similar to BBs. Also, 
they found a slip of paper on 
which was written the addresses 
of three. confectionery stores, 
which she later said she had in- 
tended to hold up. 

At: Police Headquarters, Police 
Chief Jeremiah O’Connell ques- 
tioned the woman in the presence 
of William L. Holzhausen, presi- 
dent on the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, and Danie] G. Church, 
a member of the board. 

She safi she had been consider- 
ing a holdup for about a year, 
and “I picked on confectionery 
stores, because they are usually 
small businesses and are not pro- 
tected.” 

“Did you get a thrill out of it?” 
O’Connell asked. 

“No, I was scared to death.” 

“Then, why did you do it? 
you need money?” he asked. 

“I don’t know why I did it,” 
she answered. “My husband is 
a cabinet maker and earns about 
$150 a week. But, of course, I can 
always use money.” 

She said she selected the stores 
she planned to rob by turning to 
the classified section of the tele- 
phone book and “jabbing my 
finger down in a name in the con- 


fectionery section Without >. 
ing.” 


Mrs. Kirschner said she ht 
the air pistol at a downtown de- 
partment store. It cost $35 and 
she had it put on her charge ac- 
count: She said her husband did 
not know about it. She took the 
weapon to their bungalow home, 
which they are buying, and hid it 
“so he wouldn’t find it.” 

Police took her home, and she 
went to a dresser in her hedroom 
and brought out $12, the amount 
she had left from the holdup last 
Wednesday of Mrs. William Braw- 
ner in her confectionery. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brawner identified 
Mrs. Kirschner as the woman who 
held them up, and Alfred Salsman, 
a taxicab driver who lives at the 
MacArthur Hotel, identified her 
as the woman he took to several 
confectionery stores Wednesday 
afternoon, including Brawner’s 
store. 
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Lilienthal heads the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, whose Argonne 
National Laboratory in Chicago 
missed the bottle of fissionable 
material last February. It con- 
tained an ounce of U-235, seven 
eighths of which has now been 
recovered. 

Found in Waste Material. 

McMahon said the commission's 
general manager Carroll Wilson 
had reported to the committee 
that the missing bottle was dug 
out of a large steel box of waste 
material in the Argonne labora- 
tory’s special radio-active “burial 
ground.” 

The uranium apparently had 
been spilled from the bottle, after 
which the container was discard- 
ed. It was all due to “careless- 
ness and negligence,” McMahon 
said. 

Besides pressing its inquiry into 
the matter of the _ still-missing 
eight ounce of U-235, he said, the 
joint committee is branching out 
in its investigation of the com- 
mission to find out why construc- 
tion of a secret atomic installa- 
tion is costing three times the 
origina] $7,000,000 estimate. 

The installation, at Hanford, 
Wash., is being built by the Gen- 
eral Electric Corp. 

Red Infiltration Issue. 
(The United Press reported 
enlooper hinted he would 
seek to show that more than one 
Communist has_ infiltrated the 
Government’s atomic energy pro- 
gram. 

(Although he refused to amplify 
his earlier statement that a com- 
mittee employe had long hiddén 
his membership in an “active | 
Communist cell,” Hickenlooper 
told reporters: “That case and 
others of its type will be developed 
in time.” 

(He made it plain that the Com- 
munists to whom he referred were 
regular employes of the commis- 
sion, not recipients of science fel- 
lowships.) 

The congressional committee, at 
the instigation of Hickenlooper, its 


former chairman, is conducting a 
broad inquiry of the Atomic Com- 
Mission’s management under Lil- 
ienthal. Hickenlooper has de-| 
manded that Lilienthal be fired. 
Bitterness at Inquiry. 

The second face-to-face meeting 
between the two yesterday pro- 
duced bitter, angry questioning 
and testimony as Hickenlooper 
sought to demonstrate that the 
commission had granted emergen- 
cy security clearance to far too 
many of its employes. 

Lilienthal insisted that speedy 
clearance had been necessary in a 
number of cases to keep the 
atomic program operating effi- 
ciently—a contention which Hick- 
enlooper angrily refused to accept. 

The committee followed this up 
with a long “elosed-door session 
with the five atomic commission- 
ers and members of their staff. It 
was then that Wilson reported re- 
covery of the uranium bottle.

tion Witness at New 


York Trial. 


NEW YORK, June 3 (AP) — 
Whittaker Chambers, star prose- 
cution witness in the perjury trial 
of Alger Hiss, admitted today that 
he committed perjury before the 
same federal grand jury that in- 
dicted the former State Depart- 
ment official last December. 

The admission was drawn from 
the rotund former courier for a 
Communist spy ring by Lloyd 
Paul Stryker, chief counsel for 
Hiss. 

Chambers amswered in the af- 
firmative when Stryker asked him 
if he had testified before the 
Special spy-investigating grand 
jury here last October. Under fur- 
ther cross-examination, Chambers 
admitted he had told the jury that 
he had no “direct knowledge” of 
any espionage activities. 

“Was the answer true or false?” 
the defense attorney continued. 


“The answer was false,” Cham- 
bers replied calmly. , 

There was a brief silence at this 
point. Hiss and his wife, Priscilla, 
who sat at his side, smiled faintly 
at each other. Court then was 
adjourned until Monday. 


Once Lied for U.S. Job. 

Stryker drew from Chambers 

yesterday an acknowledgment that 
he once lied to get a federal job 
and that he lost another job after 
being accused of stealing. 
' The defense questioning began 
after Chambers had unfolded in 
United States District Court the 
story of the prewar Soviet spy 
ring which he said was fed Gov- 
ernment secrets by Hiss. 

The 44-year-old Hiss is accused 
of lying when he denied before 
the federal grand jury that he 
ever gave confidential documents 
to Chambers. 

Stryker, hitting at Chambers’s 
reliability, drew from him the ad- 
mission that he committed per- 
jury in 1937 when he took an 
oath of office for a job with the 
Works Progress Administration. 

Chambers said he swore to sup- 
port the Constitution although he 
was a Communist dedicated to 
“help overthrow out country by 
force.” 

“It was perjury, 
asked Stryker. , 

“It was,” said Chambers. 

Probing into the background of 
the witness, who claims he was a 
courier for the spy ring, Stryker 
asked him if he ever was “kicked 
out” of Columbia University. 

Chambers, a former senior edi- 
tor of Time magazine, said he left 
the university because of a “very 
just criticism” of a play he wrote 
for a campus magazine. He said 
it was “highly offensive” in its 
treatment of Christ. 

Questioned About . 

Stryker said that Chambers, in 
making application for the fed- 
eral job, deliberately left out men- 
tion of a job he once held at the 
New York Public Library. 

“Were you charged in the New 
York Public Library with steal- 
ing books?” Stryker asked. 

“Yes,” said Chambers, “but not 
from the library.”

University books.”

Denies Bomber Picture Is 
‘Riddled With Politics,

WASHINGTON, June 3 (UP)— 
Secretary of the Air Force W. 
Stuart Symington of St. Louis to- 
day demanded immediate congres- 
sional investigation of what he 
called lies about Air Force pur- 
chase of B-36 bombers. 

In an angry letter to Chairman 
Carl Vinson (Dem.) Georgia, of 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, Symington said false “im- 
plications” and “innuendoes” about 
procurement of the mammoth, six- 
engine intercontinental bomber 
have been “damaging to the good 
name of the armed services, to the 
morale of the patriotic men who 
serve in them, and to the national 
interest.” 

Symington took the letter to 
Capitol Hill himself and delivered 
it to Vinson. 

Vinson’s committee has prom- 
ised to look into the whole B-36 
program. The investigation was 
asked for by Representative 
James E. Van Zandt (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, who said he had heard. 
disturbing reports involving Sym- 
ington and Secretary of Defense 
Louis Johnson.

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
The National Military Establish- 
ment has rescinded tts controver- 
sial “Directive No. 1” which re- 
minded all armed forces officials 
of security regulations in connec- 
tion with public speeches or inter- 
views. 

The order had been interpreted 
in some quarters as a “gag” rule 
to prevent officials of the armed 
forces from freely expressing their 
individual views. ° 

William Frye, puhlic relation 
director for Secretary of Defense 
Johnson, issued the canceling or- 
der yesterday. Frye said that, be- 
cause the information divisions 
and the security review branches 
of the armed forces now are being 
consolidated, the directive no 
longer is required. 

Referring to complaints against 
the effect of the directive, Frye 
wrote the press chiefs of the 
armed forces in part: 

“, « « Consolidation directive No. 
1 was never intended to do any- 
thing but make one _ security 
branch out of three such branches, 
and that purpose has now been 
accomplished. Therefore, consoli- 
dation directive No. 1 is hereby 
rescinded, except for paragraph 1 
establishing a security review 
branch in the office of public in- 
formation, National Military Es- 
tablishment, 
assigning certain persons to the 
consolidation branch.”

BERLIN, June 3 (AP) — The 
four military commanders of Ber- 
lin met for three and a half hours 
today but came to no understand- 
ing on the city’s crippling rail 
strike. 

It was the first such meeting 
here in 50 weeks. Brig, Gen, 
Frank L. Howley, the American 
commandant, told reporters no 
agreement was reached but a 
“great number of proposals were 
offered and discussed.” 

The meeting was held at French 
Military Government headquarters 
and Brig. Gen. Jean Ganeval, 
French commandant, presided, 
Russian Maj. Gen. Alexander Koti- 
kov, who requested the session, 
was the last to arrive.

, |20-Cent Round-Trip Fare 


for Non-Rush Periods 
During Week, Eight 
New Express Lines 
Also in Plan.

Application for a bus and street- 

car fare of 13 cents cash or two 
tokens for 25 cents, and a new 
system of additional 5-cent zone 
fares in the suburban area, was 
made today by the St. Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co, The present gen- 
eral fare is 10 cents throughout 
the city and suburbs. 


The application was filed with 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission at Jefferson City. 

The company asked also for a 
new provision for 20-cent adult 


round-trip tickets for a six-hour 
period between the morning and 
evening peaks on the five days 
from Monday to Friday, inclusive. 

By the use of tokens, the gen- 
eral fare would be 12% cents, 
rather than 13 cents. No request 
was made for restoration of the 
weekly pass or other forms of 
passes knocked out by the state 
commission earliet this year. 

8 New Express Lines. 

The company proposed to add 
eight new express bus lines for 
rush-hour service. 

A hearing of the application at 
the earliest possible time was 
asked by the company, on the plea 
that its situation is critical. It 
asserted that it was threatened 
with operating at a loss, due to a 
‘decline in riding and the contin- 
ued high levél of expenses. 

The 5-cent zone fare would be 
general in the suburban territory, 
except for three bus lines in 
Ladue and the airport bus line. 
The 5-cent zones would apply to 
16 bus lines and three streetcar 
lines operating wholly or partly 
in St. Louis county. Proposals 
have been pending for some time 
to convert two of these car lines 
to bus operation, Fifteen sepa- 
rate zone points, chiefly at loca- 
tions near the city limits, would 
be established. 

Would Get $3,780,000, 

Public Service Co. estimated that 
it would obtain a maximum of 
$3,780,000 a year in additional 
gross revenue from the new fare 
schedule sought. It also disclosed 
its intention of reducing operating 
expenses by $700,000 a year—chief-. 
ly through elimination of “un- 
necessary mileage” of busses and 
streetcars. 

John L. Wilson, company presi- 
dent, said this would be done, in 
general, “through adjustment of 
service on certain lines during off- 
peak periods.” That meant, in ef- 
fect, that some service would be 
curtailed, some duplicating route 
mileage eliminated and other eco- 
nomies sought. 

Figures given by the company 
showed that it wants to make 
enough profit to have $1,450,000 
available annually for the stock. 
This would amount to 97 cents a 
‘share for dividends on the stock 
and for contingencies and accu- 
mulation of surplus, This aggre- 
gate profit given by the company 
as its goal is 35 per cent higher 
than the average earned for the 
last eight years; the earning was 
higher than $1,450,000 in 1942, 1943 
and 1946. . 


Proposed Fare Schedule. 
The proposed new fare schedule 
is as follows: 

Adult fare—13 cents cash or 
two tokens for 2 cents, in one 
zone, (Now 10 cents.) 

Children up to 12 years old— 
5 cents in one gone; 10 cents

British 
Sources reported the three got to- 
gether to co-ordinate their ideas 
in preparation for the crucial 
phase of the talks they are now 
entering with Vishinsky. 

Before the four-power session, 
western diplomatic officials had 
said the United States, Britain 
and France were planning to sub- 
mit detailed proposals on two ma- 
for issues: (1) For settlement of 
the East-West currency quarrel,

Russia and the West already | 
fre agreed in principle on the 
need for re-establishment of four- 
power control of Berlin.

Vishinsky hinted Wednesday that 
Russia was ready to transfer to 
Germany civic authority some of 
the functions exercised in the past 
by the four-power Kommandatura. 
That is what the west wants and 
western diplomats forecast some 
east-west bargaining. 

The Western powers are not ex- 
pected to press too hard: to abol- 
ish the veto in a re-established 
Kommandatura. While Acheson, 
Bevin and Schuman are expected 
to make this a bargaining point, 
informants say the three ministers 
are unlikely to let this issue tor- 
pedo their talks with Vishinsky. 

A tangled problem is Acheson's 
call for four-power supervision of 
elections. Both Russia and the 
western powers have their own 
version of what constitutes free 
and fair elections. 

Text of Western Pian. 

The text of the Western pro- 
posal on Berlin, presented by 
Acheson yesterday, follows: 

“1. It is proposed that the four 
‘Allied commandants in Berlin will 
arrange for free city-wide elec- 
tions under four-power control in 
Berlin on the basis of the elec- 
toral procedur- employed in Oc- 
tober 1946. 

“2 The city government to be 
constituted as a result of these 
new elections will be a provisional 
government. It will have full and 
adequate powers of government 
and will function under the or- 
ganizational structure provided 
for in the temporary constitution 
for greater Berlin of August 1945, 
appropriate reservations will be 
agreed on and be substituted for 
Article. 36. 

“3 The newly elected Berlin 
City Assembly will be authorized 
to draft a permanent constitution 
for greater Berlin, employing. ei- 
ther the draft of the permanent 


constitution submitted to the Al- |* 


lied Kommandatura in 1948, 
amending it, or substituting such 
new proposals as the City Assem- 
bly deems necessary.

WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
A House invitation to 134,000 addi- 
tional European war refugees to 
become permanent residents of 
this country faces an uncertain 
future in the Senate. 

The House passed by a voice 
vote yesterday the measure to re- 
vise the much-criticized Displaced 


Green said the AFL would ac- 
cept seizure. As used in the past, 
under the wartime Smith-Connally 
Act, this has meant “token” 
seizure, with the Government tak- 
ing nominal possession and run- 
ning up a flag on the grounds of 
the facilities seized while the man- 
agers of the business continued 
the actual managing. This type 
of seizure is opposed by the CIO 
and the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, among other labor or- 
ganizations.

The other three amendments 
ceptable to the AFL are in'the 
program of the Douglas follow- 
ers, in one form or another. These 
are: 

Non-Communist oaths to be 
signed by both union leaders and 
Management representatives; 

Guarantees of free speech in 
discussing labor matters for 
both employes and employers. 

A requirement for filing finan- 
cial reports by labor unions. 

The fifth amendment of the 
Douglas group is a requirement 
that unions bargain in good faith. 
This was not included in Green’s 
recent statement of what the AFL 
would accept, but Green himself, 
as a witness before the Senate 
Labor Committee, offered no 


Persons Act of 1948. 

Chairman McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which now gets the| 
bill, told a reporter he is not sure 
what his committee or the Sen- 
ate would do.

President Truman and other ad- 
ministration leaders have urged 
liberalizing of the terms of the 
1948 act and changing it further 
to admit 400,000 stateless war refu- 
gees instead of the 205,000 now 
authorized. 

The House measure went part 
way by increasing to 339,000 the 
total that could be admitted for 
the three-year period ending June 
30, 1951. Efforts to raise the total 
to 400,000 or limit it to 239,000 
were defeated. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The “cut-off” date—the date by 
which the refugees must have en- 
tered a displaced persons camp to 
be eligible to enter the United 
States—is fixed as Dec. 22, 1945, 
in the original law. It would be 
moved back to Jan. 1, 1949, by the 
House bill. This would qualify 
thousands of persons who fled 
from eastern Europe and Russian- 
dominated areas after hostilities 
ended. 

House critics of the measure 
contended the more liberal provi- 
sions would enable Communists 
and agitators to slip into the Unit- 
ed States. |

Rumors have persisted for 
weeks, despite strong denials from 
Cripps, that the exchange value 
of the pound sterling must be 
sharply reduced to entice dollar 
buyers to British goods. Such 
drastic action would be a fateful 
admission that the nation’s recov- 
ery drive has butted into a wall.

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CHARTER SESSION 
DISCUSSES PLAN 
UF PROPORTIONAL 
REPRESENTATION 


Speakers Set Forth Ad- 
vantages of System, Ob- 
jections — New York’s 
Experience With Com- 
plicated Elections. 


Election of aldermen by propor- 
tional representation was the 
principal subject considered yes- 
terday by the Board of Freehold- 
ers in its weekly deliberations over 
a new charter for the city. 


Victor D. Brannon, executive 
director of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute, explained the sys- 
tem of voting which is intended 
to give minority groups representa- 
tion on elected bodies in propor- 


tion to their numerical strength. 
Admitting the subject has 


aroused much controversy, Bran- 


non attempted to list some of the 


advantages of proportional repre- 


sentation and some of its disad- 
vantages. 

“The main advantage claimed 
for it is that it gives minority 
groups some representation on 
legislative bodies. It is also 
claimed that, by eliminating pri- 
maries, it enables a higher type 
of candidate to obtain office,” he 
said. 

Effect on Parties. 

“One of the chief complaints 
against it is that it leads to party 
disintegration and destroys party 
responsibility. With a number of 
splinter parties represented on the 
legislative body, it is difficult for 
any one group to obtain a major- 
ity and carry out a consistent 
party policy.” 

Mrs, Virginia Brungard, a free- 
holder, said that proportional rep- 
resentation was intended for mu- 
nicipal elections and had no effect 
on the traditional two-party sys- 
tem in state and nation. 

“Among the other disadvantages 
claimed for PR is that it is diffi- 
cult for the average person to un- 
derstand how the final result is 
obtained,” Brannon continued. The 
number of questions that followed 
his explanation of a hypothetical 
election and how the ballots were 
counted gave point to his state- 
ment. 

Voiding of Ballots. 

Since the voter must express a 
relative choice for each candidate 
on the ballot, many ballots are 
improperly marked and must be 
declared invalid at each election, 
he said. The number of void bal- 
lots found when the system is 
first introduced sometimes runs as 
high as 25 per cent, he said, and 
later averages 5 to 7 per cent. 
Francis M. O’Brien, a freeholder, 
estimated the average of void bal- 
lots in recent elections here at 
about one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

Brannon illustrated how minori- 
ties find representation through 
PR by the experience in New York 
which adopted the system in 1937. 
On the council of 65 members be- 
fore PR, there were 62 Democrats 
and three Republicans, At the first 
election thereafter for a council of 
26 members, there were 13 Demo- 
crats, three Republicans, three 
Fusionists, five American laborites 
and two “insurgent” Democrats. In 
that first election, 28 days were 
required to count the ballots. New 
York gave up the system in 1947. 

Declining to take sides in the 
controversy over thé merits or de- 
merits of PR, Brannon said, “it 
depends on the kind of legislative 
body you want. Some people want 
direct representation on the body 
for minority groups. Others say 
it is better to have legislators who 
represent a cross section of the 

body politic.” ' 
City as a County. 

Earlier in the meeting Alroy S. 
Phillips submitted a proposal that 
would make the name of the city 
simply St. Louis, “to distinguish 
it as a city from the unincorpo- 
rated and unnamed county some- 
times known as the ‘City of St. 
Louis,” he explained. He also 
proposed a sharp division of the 
city’s powers into legislative, ju- 
dicial and administrative depart- 
ments. Some objections had been 
voiced at a public meeting of the 
board last week that some admin- 
istrative boards in the city gov- 
ernment exercised legislative pow- 
ers. 

“We must decide soon whether 
we are going to write a city char- 
ter or a county charter,” Phillips 
said. “Under the present state 
constitution, I think we can write 
a county charter. If we do so, we 
could abolish a number of county 
offices such as sheriff, collector, 
recorder of deeds and some 
others.” .

The dismissal of A. Harrison 
Fleming as a deputy tax assessor 
was upheld yesterday by the Civil 
Service Commission.

In return, Fleming demanded $200, 
Kendall said. Kendall was ap- 
pointed to the department under 
regular Civil Service procedure 
after passing the necessary exam- 
inations. 

Fleming, who denied the accusa- 
tions, appealed to the commission. 
The commission in its opinion yes- 
terday found him guilty of the 
charge and termed his conduct 
“reprehensible and to the preju- 
dice of city service.” 

The commission also stated that 
much of the testimony of Joseph 
Costello, vice president of the Ace 
Service Co. who, Kendall said, 
had offered Kendall a part-time 
job if Kendall would fail to iden- 
tify Fleming as the bribe solicitor, 
was “patently incredible.” Cos- 
tello denied making any attempt 
to get Kendall to weaken his tes- 
timony.

She married Lorenzo Scatena, a 
teamster. 

Scatena went into the commis- 
sion business in San Francisco. 

At 14 Giannini decided to leave 
school and go into business. Sca- 
tena made him a buyer. 

The young salesman immediate- 
ly began applying his own ideas. 
At 19 he was a full partner, and 
by the time he was 31, the Sca- 
tena-Giannini commission firm 
was one of the largest in San

“They used to say I was undig- 
nified,” he recalled. “Old fogies! 
I say if you want something, you 
may as well go after it.” 

The big, solid, heavy-voiced son 
of Italian immigrants wasn’t all 
business, however. He always said 
his “best bargain” was Clorinda 
Cuneo. He married her when he 
was 22, in 1892. She died in 1941. 

Giannini leaves a son, L. M. 
Giannini, now president of the 
Bank of America, and a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Claire G. Hoffman of 
San Mateo. The L. M. Gianninis 
have two daughters. 

The bluff “A.P.” as he was called 
often told friends he had never 
been a millionaire “and I never 
want to be one.” 

Defense of Branch Banking. 

Giannini had this advice to the 
ambitious: First, pick a business 
you love; second, save $1000 and 
invest it in that same business; 
third, own your own home; and 
fourth, know what you want to be 
doing a year from today. 

Giannini’s crusade against hav- 
ing all his banking eggs in one 
basket convinced skeptics during 
the 1933 depression that branch 
banking was the thing. Not one 
of Giannini’s branch banks failed. 

“Branch banking,” he reasoned, 
“is the only way a small town can 
get the resources, brai npower and 
equipment of a four billion dollar

GIANNINI CAREER: 
_POVERTY TO RICHES 


The career of Amadeo Peter 
Giannini, West Coast financial 
leader, fell easily into six periods, 
five of which were marked by 
conflicts. 

There was the first period of a 
struggle for existence, with the 
poor farm boy entering the busi- 
ness world and making such a 
success of it that at 31 he retired 
and prepared to spend his life in

The death of a relative brought 
Giannini from retirement in 1904 
into the banking: world. 

The third was the establishment 
of branch banking, another de- 
parture from the banking princi- 
ples of older financiers. He fought 
the older banks and sometimes 
state authorities to establish one 
of the greatest banking systems in 
America, the Bank of America 
National Trust and Savings Asso- 
ciation and its companion state 
bank, Bank of America, Califor- 
nia. 

The fourth step was his transla- 
tion of his now extensive holdings 
into a single great holding com- 
pany, Transamerica Corp. In 1930, 
he retired again from business, 
turned over the corporation to his 
son, Mario, and Elisha Walker, a 
New York financier, and left for 
Italy. Walker took control, ousted 
Giannini followers, and changed 
the course of the corporation. 
Giannini returned and in a me- 
morable battle regained his em- 
pire. 

Fifth Phase. 

The fifth phase came in 1936 
with investigation by the Federal 
Security and Exchange Commis- 
sion of Giannini methods and ac- 
counting practices. It started a 
controversy that led the banker to 
renounce the New Deal he once 
had supported and gave rise to 
humerous legal actions. 

His empire continued to grow 
and he entered the sixth and 
peaceful phase of his career, the 
task of making sure that the 
house of Giannini would dominate 
western finance as the Pacific 
Coast boomed from wartime and 
post-V-J day migration. As pop-

$750,000. 

Googe testified that $893,000 of 
union money was used to estab- 
lish the International Playing 
Card & Label Co. of Rogersville, 
Tenn. He said Berry owned 30 
per cent of the stock at the time 
of his death and was the biggest 
stockholder. 

The company was put in busi- 
ness, Googe said, to provide cut- 
price competition that would force 
non-union companies to come to 
terms with the union. That, he 
said, was in the days before the 
Wagner labor law. 

“Smart Organizing.”

than ever before to the numerous St. Louisans who vacation in the 
high mountains at Estes Park, Grand Lake and various other centers. 

Here are man-made lakes big enough to excite awe in a region 
of shining ponds and tumbling streams; here are dams large enough 
to be noticed among peaks and ranges more than two miles high. 
Here also are tunnels, concrete conduits, fat metal penstocKs, canals, 


siphons and miscellaneous odd structures dotting the incomparable | 


landscape. 

This work of man, under way 
for the last few years and now 
about half done, does not seem to 
clash with the age-old scenery. 
The purpose is utilitarian—for hy- 
dro-electric power and improved 


irrigation of crop land. 

There are controversies in the 
project, chief of which is the 
sharp rise in cost from the original 
estimate. The Post-Dispatch has 
reported at length on that phase in 
the past. Disregarding controver- 
sy, the fact remains that this is 
one of the outstanding jobs ac- 
tually under way in the “Inter- 
agency” program, which is the 
augmented Pick-Sloan plan for the 
Missouri river basin. 

Wide Extent of Project. 

Work on the projeet can be seen 
scattered over a stretch of more 
than 200 miles, from the western 
slope of the Continental Divide to 
the plains of northeastern Colo- 
rado, which bloom fruitfully wher- 
ever water can be turned on them. 
It is in the high mountains that 
the most spectacular jobs have 
been done or are under way now. 
Reclamation engineers and W. G. 
Sloan, Interagency chairman, es- 
corted reporters over the entire 
project recently. 

Central feature is the 13-mile 
Alva B. Adams Tunnel, 3700 feet 
beneath the crest of the Divide, 
north of Long’s Peak. Its inlet 
silently draws away water of the 
Colorado river from Grand Lake. 

The outlet is at the eastern edge 
of Rocky Mountain National Park, 
in a wooded canyon. Water pours 
out of the circular concrete tube 
which is big enough to drive a 
truck through. It gathers in a 
pool, which eventually will route 
the flow into a covered canal as 
the next step. At present the icy 
water is guided to a 36-inch pipe 
which leads to certain irrigated 
lands for some limited, temporary 
use. 

Wind river, a small creek, which 
twists down the canyon above the 
tunnel] mouth, is caught in a smal- 
ler pipe, to by pass the tunnel 
pool, so that it reaches the Big 
Thompson river nearby without 
intermingling with the diverted 
flow from the Colorado. This re- 
flects the delicacy of the problems 
of water rights. The tunnel out- 
let is reached by a new mountain 
road that branches off the park 
road to Bear Lake. 

Lake in Resort Town. 

One of the surprises for. this 
year’s vacationists will be Lake 
Estes, which has filled since last 
autumn, right in the heart of the 
little resort town of Estes Park. 
It was formed by Olympus Dam, 
a 60-foot barrier in Big Thomp- 
son river. Trout have been stocked 
in it and picnic grounds will be 
set up in the vicinity. Next to it 
is a modern village of attractive 
homes set up by the Reclamation 
Bureau for its staff employed on 
the project. Tall, snowy moun- 
tains frame the sparkling little 
lake. 

A power plant is under con- 
struction beside the lake. It will 
be fed by water from the Colo- 
rado, through a pair of exposed 
penstocks which plunge down a 
mountain side. One of the new 
roads resulting from the construc- 
tion work leads to the top of 
these pe@mstocks, where there is 
a grand view of Lake Estes and 
its surroundings. 

Over in the eastern foothills, a 
mountain valley is being closed

On the mountain valley highway 
between Kremmling and Dillon, on 
the western slope, Green Mountain 
Lake and a powerhouse have been 
completed for seven years. This 
is not a main-traveled route, and 
the whole development there is a 
surprise to any visitor who last 
saw the valley as a mixture of 
simple ranches and grazing and 
waste land. 

309 Foot Dam. 

Here the Blue river, a tributary 
of the Colorado, has been dammed 
at the head of a tight granite- 
walled canyon. The 309-foot dam 
is of earth, riprapped with granite 
boulders, and has a concrete spill- 
way of unique, funnel-like design, 
taking the deep drop in two grace- 
ful curves. Below the dam an 
arched bridge crosses the canyon 
to serve the plant and the model 
village of plant employes, whose 
white cottages are dotted over a 
velvety greensward. 

Green Mountain Lake furnishes 
power for the Reclamation Bu- 
reau’s regional electric grid and 
also provides water for western 
slope needs in lieu of that diverted 
from the Colorado. 

Another power plant is under 
construction at Mary’s Lake, be- 
tween Long’s Peak and Estes 
Park, and two more will be built 
later on the eastern slope. Two 
more storage reservoirs are 


scheduled for the eastern foot-|, 


hills. 

The bureau proposes to built 
1100 miles of power transmission 
lines and 40 electric substations 
as part of the “Big T” project. 
So far it has installed 14 sub- 
stations and at least 286 miles 
of lines, some of which extend 
virtually to the Nebraska bound- 
aries. Apparently there has been 
relatively little trouble thus far 
with the private power industry 
over provision of public power 
lines in this power-hungry terri- 
tory.

WARSAW, Poland. 


HE Roman Catholic Church and the Communist party suffer a 
common ailment in modern Poland. Each has its core of true, 
Each has its embattled and far-seeing 
/hierarchy. Each has, in addition, 


a large number of adherents who 


| see nothing wrong or exclusive in either of these conflicting systems 
and exercise the outward signs, at least; of loyalty to both. 


The result is a situation which 
never ceases to bewilder a West- 
ern visitor and to confuse the 
ideas of most of the Western 
world. 

The war between church and 
state is bitter and uncompromis- 
ing. There can only be one win- 
ner. The prize is the soul and be- 
lief of a generation of Polish ciéi- 
zens. Yet to most of the people 
the struggle seems far away, and 
not very real. 

At the moment the advantage 
and the initiative seem to be in 
the hands of the state. Rather 
than to play it spectacularly and 
dangerously, government and party 
officials—which amounts to the 
same thing, have decided on a 
war of attrition, a steady chip- 
ping away of the church’s ancient 
prerogatives. But most careful 
observers and government officials 
in moments of candor are agreed 
that anything like the Mindszenty 
trial in Hungary is unlikely here 
since it is not necessary. 

Efforts to Discredit Church. 

The efforts to discredit the 
church are many. The controlled 
press, and there isn’t any other, 
carries on a constant campaign. 
Priests have been arrested on 
morals counts like those which 
Hitler used in an effort to break 
the clergy’s power in western Ger- 
many. Others have been tried on 
more serious charges of active col- 
laboration with the “underground.” 
At least two have been sentenced 
recently to death. 

Postwar regulations make re- 
ligioug instruction optional for 
children in the schools, and place 
marriage and divorce under civil 
control. Enforcement of these is 
being extcnded as rapidly as pos- 
sible. There is no ban on church 
weddings, but they must be regis- 
tered with the civil authorities to 
be recognized. 

None of these is as important, 
however, as a political factor. The 
church in Rome, like the Western 
Allies, has refused to as

The Vatican, in addition, 
has expressed its formal sympathy 
for the “expelees,” or Germans 
driven from these border lands to 
make way for the Polish settlers. 
Germans interpret it as support 
for their claims that they must 
have these regions back. So do 
many Poles. 

Even the most loyal Polish 
churchman finds such a situation 
awkward. The Government, for 
its part, is taking full advantage 
of the church’s dilemma. Forced 
to choose between the spiritual 
authority of Rome and the land 
they now inhabit, few Poles would 
hesitate. The vote would go for 
the land. 

The church in Poland has taken 
the view that recognition of the 
boundaries is a matter for nego- 
tiation between the Polish Gov- 
ernment and the Vatican. The 
Government insists this is too 
negative an approach. The Polish 
church, it contends, should make

The Cause of Unemployment 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your recent editorial bemoaning the 
fate of the college and high school grad- 
uates who will shortly be faced with 
the arduous task of finding a means of 
livelihood did not probe into the causes 
ef unemployment. 

It should not be difficult for think- 
tg people to agree that unemployment 
m an effect that must have a cause. 
The cause for unemployment was fairly 
well discovered by both Messrs. Hoover 
and Roosevelt at the time they were 
President of the United States. They 
agreed that lack of purchasing power 
@mong the great mass of people brought 
Business to a near-standstill. 


The difference between these two men 
‘ay in their method of treating the cause 
2f unemployment. Mr. Hoover was of 
the opinion that government money 
poured in at the top would cause suf- 
ficient purchasing power to trickle to 
the bottom so business would start up 
again and gain momentum like the 
proverbial snowball rolling downhill. He 
tried to test out his theory through the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
with large loans to big corporations and 
banks. It didn’t work.

Mr. Roosevelt tried to nourish pur- 
shasing power back into well-being by 
rery small payments at the bottom 
through WPA, PWA, HOLC and a num- 
Ser of other government agencies, It 
didn’t work either. Mr. Roosevelt's at- 
‘empt appeared to be more successful 
chan Mr. Hoover’s but if it hadn’t been 
‘or war preparations, which started as 
rxarly as 1939, Mr. Roosevelt’s schemes 
would have resulted in an army of near- 
mendicants. 

So, periodically we come to a point 
‘where there is not enough purchasing 
power among the consuming public to 
take our production off the market. 
Goods accumulate, factories close or re- 
duce operations, reducing still further 
éhe consumption of goods. 

The question arises, “How does pur- 
¢hasing power disappear?” Dollar wages 
are at the highest level we have ever 
known and yet the goods produced can- 
not be taken off the market. The mar- 
gin that causes all the trouble is the 
profit margin. 

* ~ * 


I am not talking now of the profit 
charged by the corner grocer. He in 
reality simply collects his wages on the 
installment plan. I am talking about 
the profit margin accumulated by big 
corporations and non-producers. The 
reserves of banks, life insurance com- 
panies and big manufacturing corpora- 
tions are that margin. 

If these reserves were re-invested in 
capital goods the workers creating these 
capital goods could take the consumer 
goods off the market. Of course, after 
these capital goods were created our 
power to produce consumer goods would 
again be increased. But the answer to 
that problem is simple. 

We must increase the standard of 
living in order to consume what, we pro- 
duce. As it is now, the economy works 
exactly the same as a poker game 
where the “house” takes a cut out of 
every pot. If the game lasts long 
enough the “house” will finally have all 
the money and if the “house” wants to 
continue the game there is nothing to 
do but to redistribute its cut to the play- 
ets. 

‘The whole unemployment question 
can be put in this statement: 

We have learned to produce. We re- 
fuse to learn how to consume.

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Justice Vinson’s Record 


One of our readers asks: How does Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson stand now? 

The question refers to the “box score” which 
the Post-Dispatch compiled on the standing of 
Supreme Court Justices in divided decisions in- 
volving basic rights. These are cases in which 
individual citizens go to court and say their fun- 
damental liberties such as freedom of speech, 
freedom of religion and protections against un- 
fair trial and cruel and unusual punishment 
have been violated. 

Our first such box score appeared in 1947 and 
covered the non-unanimous civil rights cases of 
the 1946-47 term of the Supreme Court. It 
showed Chief Justice Vinson in last place among 
the nine Justices for his first term. That is, he 
voted to deny the claimed right 12 times and 
in support of the right no times at all. 

Midway through ‘his second term, the Post- 
Dispatch compiled a second box score. That 
time the Chief Justice had voted 17 times against 
the invoked right in divided decisions. He still 
was ninth among the nine Justices and still had 
yet to vote in support of a claimed right in a 
case over which the court divided. 

Justice Rutledge stood at the top of the list 
with a record of supporting the claimed right 16 
times and denying it only once. The other Jus- 
tices enjoyed records as follows: Murphy, 15-1; 
Douglas, 13-4; Black, 11-6; Frankfurter, 5-11; 
Jackson, 4-11; Burton, 4-13, and Reed, 3-14. 

The current term still has several weeks to 
run and many cases undecided are .civil rights 
cases. It is useful, however, to round out the 
box score of the last two terms on a composite 
basis. Our figures check with those of Prof. 
John P. Frank of the Indiana University Law 
School, who annually inventories the Supreme 
Court’s work for the University of Chicago Law 
Revjew. 

Arranging these figures in order of support of 
claims of citizens that their civil rights were in- 
vaded, we get the following results:

This compilation does not mean, of course, 
that those Justices who voted against supporting 
the claimed right were always wrong in doing_so. 
In close cases difference of opinion is inevitable. 
What emerges from an analysis of such cases 
over two terms is the shape of basic attitudes. 
It is evident, for example, that the attitude of 
Justice Rutledge is far different from that of 
Chief Justice Vinson and Justice Reed. It is 
evident also that the court breaks in two below 
Justice Black, with a majority composed of the 
Chief Justice and Justices Frankfurter, Jackson, 
Burton and Reed voting most of the time, in 
divided cases, against the claimed right. 

We can be sure that neither the late Chief 
Justice Stone nor Charles Evans Hughes before 
him would be compiling the record which Fred 
M. Vinson is building up. Stone was the one 
Justice who voted to protect the Jehovah's 
Witnesses against compulsory saluting of the 
flag in the original case. Hughes frequently 
spoke with fervor for the court in civil rights 
cases. 

Is it too much to hope that President Tru- 
man’s choice as Chief Justice will come to see 
the vital importance of human rights issues and 
begin to tip the scales on the side of protecting 
these rights? Many Americans are still hoping 
for just that. 
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Mortality of Small Business 

Business failures in the United States are run- 
ning 200 a week, which is twice the rate for 1948, 
according to Dun & Bradstreet. This is not 
surprising, for the economic climate could hard- 
ly have been more unfavorable to new enter- 
prises if it had been deliberately contrived. 

Certain large businesses gain from inflation, 
but small business needs first and foremost a 
stable dollar. The Government’s right hand has 
helped many war veterans try their hand at 
business, but the left hand struck off wartime 
economic controls prematurely and made infla- 
tion inevitable. A multitude of merch&piising 
and service enterprises were doomed to start 
life with high-priced leases, fixtures and inven- 
tories. They were in serious trouble from almost 
the first moment that the wave of postwar pur- 
chasing ceased to rise higher. 

Today a harvest of bankruptcies and liquida- 
tions is being reaped. The closing of every in- 
dependent business is the blighting of someone’s 
hope. To the GI, it means the end of a happy 
wartime dream of independence. If this is 
tragic for the persons directly concerned, cer- 
tainly it is no happy thing for a nation that pro- 
fesses the faith of capitalism to discover how 
difficult it is for citizens to become free enter- 
prisers rather than employes of corporations. 
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Good Intentions and Housing 

The public housing and slum clearance bill 
deserves House approval. As the Senate has al- 
ready recognized, American cities cannot dig out 
of their slums without federal aid. The bill is 
also a~measure of elementary justice, for -Con- 
gress has repeatedly voted generous aids to 
housing for higher-income families but it has 
done nothing since 1938 to improve the lot of 
slum-dwellers. 

Anticipating that the bill will pass, some 
Congressmen are now trying to contrive relief 
for the millions who earn too much for public 
housing but too little for decent private hous- 
ing on today’s market. Hugh Mitchell of Wash- 
ington and 21 other Representatives are think- 
ing in terms of 60-year loans at low interest 
rates to housing co-operatives and limited divi- 
dend corporations, 

Their purpose is fine, but things have come 
to a pretty pass when a 30-year-old must sign 
a contract that runs until he is 90 for a house 
to live in. “Home ownership” would be a sheer 
fiction. The 20- and 25-year mortgages of the 
FHA started with the same good intentions, but 
the original hopes in them have been thoroughly 
withered. Housing was to become abundant 
through easier purchase terms, but easier credit 
has been canceled out by higher prices, and 
abundance has not come. 


After 15 years of this, it is obvious that the 


strongest emphasis of federal policy should 
shift from housing credit to housing technology. 
It is in the power of Congress to speed the 
overdue mass production revolution in the build- 
ing industry by a system of hard-headed incen- 
tives and, if need be, by practical public dem- 
onstrations of what can be done. 

With the vigorous use of this power, the pend- 
ing bill would come much closer to meeting the 


present and future need for public housing. 
Cities could at last see the way out of their 
slums. Middle-bracket people would no longer 
need to mortgage themselves for long years. 
This chance really to bring a cure to a sickly 
and pampered industry, instead of merely 
pumping more glucose into its veins, begs for 
next attention on the housing front. 


Power-Poor Pick-Sloan 

Some of the Missouri Valley Governors are 
understandably concerned lest their states fail 
to reap their fair share of the benefits of the 
public power being developed in the region. 
Particularly disturbed is Gov. Mickelson of 
South Dakota. He questions whether there is 
going to be enough power to go around. He 
fears that Nebraska, with its public power tis- 
tricts covering the state, will get far more public 
power than South Dakota, which has so far 
neglected to enact a law authorizing public 
power districts at all. 

These are very real qualms, for South Dakota 
and other states in the part of the Missouri 
Valley which is deficient in rainfall need in- 
dustry, and low-cost, abundant electric power 
could be one of their main means of getting it. 
Yet neither of the qualms need be real if the 
agencies of the Federal Government and the 
states themselves will tackle the problem with 
boldness and imagination. 

Too little power is being developed on the 
Missouri system because the Army Engineers 
and the Reclamation Bureau take a timid and 
pessimistic attitude toward developing it. They 
proposed only 250,000 kilowatts of installation 
to begin with, and there is a demand for 883,000 
kilowatts already. This is inadequacy with a 
vengeance. It is the opposite of the courageous, 
purposeful development of power resources 
which TVA has carried out in the Tennessee 
Valley. 

South Dakota, and any other state that has 
not provided at law for the establishment of 
public power districts, also is making inadequate 
plans. Gov. Mickelson and his fellow South 
Dakotans will have only themselves to blame if 
Nebraska gets ahead of them under these cir- 
cumstances. They will have planned it that way. 

Power development is in the same plight as 
every other phase of the proposed development 
under the hodge-podge Pick-Sloan “plan” of the 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau. 
It is woefully inadequate. Instead- of wringing 
their hands about it, Gov. Mickelson and other 
Missouri Valley Governors would do more to 
insure their states an adequate power develop- 
ment by getting out and working for an MVA. 
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More Pensions for More Votes 

If a reversal of public approval of old .age 
pensions should ever come, the fault will lie 
with politicians like Gov. Smith and the legis- 
lators who are supporting him. They are trying 
to turn a salutary and humanitarian device into 
a bribe paid for votes. 

The Missouri House now has passed the Sando 
bill which would further liberalize Missouri's 
generous pension provisions. If a majority of 
the Senate concurs, about 14,000 pensioners will 
be added to the rolls. The income of relatives 
in whose home a pensioner lives will have no 
effect on his eligibility or the amount he re- 
ceives. Further, such a pensioner might own 
property actually worth as much as $15,000, and 
still: collect payments from the state. These 
provisions would add more than $5,000,000 a 
year to the taxpayers’ burden. : 

Pension payments in Missouri currently aver- 
age about $42 a month. That does not go far 
in these days of high prices. For the needy 
aged, it is hardly adequate. But as pin money 
for those who are not in need, it is generous 
indeed. The politicians, however, do not seem 
to be interested in meeting any real need except 
their own need for “Dear Pensioner” votes. 
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A Saga of American Courage 


Back in 1912, when he was 31 years old, John © 


G. Neihardt began work on his five “songs” of 
the epic west. Writing in narrative verse, he 
started to tell the story of the. discovery, the 
exploration, the settlement, of the courage and 
the will of the pioneers, the trappers and the 
adventurers who opened up the unknown. He 
told of Hugh Glass and the Ashley-Henry men 
who ascended the Missouri in the 1820s, of Jed 
Smith and the first white faces to cross the desert 
between Great Salt Lake and the Sierras. He 
chronicled the Indian wars for the bison pas- 
tures, the Battle of Wounded Knee in 1890 and 
the end of the red man’s resistance on the Great 
Plains. 

With the perseverance of the western men 
about whom he wrote, John Neihardt kept, for 
a quarter century, on the course he set for him- 
self. Into his planning, his research and writing 
went his own boyhood in a sod house in Western 
Kansas, his life on the Omaha reservation in 
Nebraska, his many hours with the long-haired 
Indians who knew his heroic themes first hand. 
The emigrant from central Illinois, who picked 
cow-chips for winter fuel up the Missouri, felt 
as a boy the hot winds and prairie fires and 
blizzards. He lived the dawns and noons and 
sunsets and nights, the brooding heat and thun- 
derstorms of his songs. As he has phrased it, 
he grew up on the farther slope of a veritable 
“watershed of history,” the summit of which is 
already crossed. 

The Post-Dispatch, for which John Neihardt 
was literary critic for a dozen years, is happy 
to call attention to the publication of “A Cycle 
of the West,” in which all his “songs” are 
brought within a single book. It is a perform- 
ance unique in the related fields of American 
history, western lore and letters. 
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Police Bill Progress in Illinois 

The Illinois House used the best of judgment 
in defeating an amendment of Representative 
Wood, Plainfield Republican, to Gov. Steven- 
son’s bill to take the state highway police system 
out of politics. 

The Wood amendment would have required 
the merit board to fill vacancies in the patrol 
from lists of names supplied by the Democratic 
and Republican committees. Its sponsor said his 
proposal was a “practical idea.” However prac- 


_ tical it may or may not have been, it was at 


complete variance with the bill which is de- 
signed to lift the Illinois police system out of 
the mire of partisan control once and for all. 

The bill has been adopted by the House, 116 
to 11. Jt should get prompt attention in the 
Senate. Less than a month remains for final 
action on it and many other worthy measures at 
Springfield.

Drawbacks in the Farm Program

A leading farm economist sees difficulties in the Brannan plan; 
thinks “it has many fine features” and should not “be cast bodily 
to the dogs”; likes the purpose of upholding farm incomes and the 


, new formula for fixing subsidies; proposes changes in other features.

The farm program presented by Secre- 
tary Brannan to Congress surely is as un- 
realistic as some of its more reasonable 
critics are saying. But this does not mean 
that % should be cast bodily to the dogs. 


It has many fine features, such as using 
an income rather than a price standard, a 
recent rather than a distant base, and a 
moving rather than a fixed base, and we 
should do our best 
to incorporate these 
in whatever farm 
plan is developed. 

The feature of the 
Brannan program 
that alone almost 
dooms it to failure is 
its proposal to get 
the farmers as high 
a price for a big 
crop as for a small 
one. If the program 
is adopted as out- 
lined, the 1949 cotton growers will receive 
$84 per acre if the yield averages 300 
pounds per acre, in contrast with $56 with 
an average 200-pound yield. All the crop 
history of this country bears testimony to 
the fact that a crop of high value per 
acre is followed by larger plantings the 
next year. 


Variable Price Plan 


In the ordinary cotton market, an aver 
age 300-pound yield brings so low a price 
per pound as to sell for less money per 
acre than an average 200-poung yield; and 
this result has tended in the past to keep 
crop acreages from expanding following 
large crops and carry-overs. Secretary 
Brannan proposes to have the Government 
step in and prevent this natural adjust- 
ment. The sure outcome would be to force 
fixed acreage controls on cotton and most 
other crops after eyery year or two of good 
crop weather. 

The correction for this is to adopt a vari- 
able price arrangement, under which big 
yields sell at the most for only enough 
more p_ acre to cover the extra costs of 
harvesting the big yields. This would be a 
modified and improved form of the flexible 
provision in Title II of the present Hope- 
Aiken Act. The schedule of price adjust- 
ments really should be fitted to each crop. 

The companion change needed to save 


the Brannan program is to put the floor 
under prices of the different commodities

at not more than 90 per cent of the parity- 
income standard instead of the 100 per cent 
proposed. This would mean 25-cent instead 
of 28-cent cotton in 1949; $1.30 in place of 
$1.46 corn; $1.42 in place of $1.59 potatoes, 
and $17 in place of $19 hogs. This price 
would be much less likely to expand pro- 
duction quickly and force marketing 
quotas; and would reduce very greatly the 
amount of the tax bill to be collected from 
the public at large. 

If 90 per cent of parity instead of 100 
would be very helpful, 85 per cent would 
be still more helpful. In fact, 85 per cent 
of the 1939-48 parity-income standard is 
probably about all that our agriculture 
can stand in the next five years without 
more extensive control of acreages and 
marketing quotas, and heavier production 
or compensatory payments and burdens on 
the Treasury, than our people will endure. 


How to Cut Cost 


The Brannan proposals could be 
strengthened further by providing for an 
expansion of a sound school-feeding pro- 
gram, to take the place in some measure of 
the compensatory payments. Such a pro- 
gram calls for planning in advance to pro- 
duce more of the particular foods needed 
in school feeding, especially of dairy and 
poultry products and fruits and vegetables. 

Secretary Brannan is apparently able to 
conceive of a school-feeding program only 
as a means of disposal of surpluses. He 
also fails to understand how $2 spent for 
food used in school feeding and stamp pro- 
grams can half go for administration and 
for foods that the consumers would have 
bought anyway and still add $3 to farm 
incomes, for the simple reason that the 
average price of all farm products com- 
bined goes up 3 per cent for every 1 per 
cent increase in total démand. 

The cost of Mr. Brannan’s proposed pro- 
gram could also be reduced to advantage if 
he would require the production payments 
to be taken largely in the form of soil con- 
servation aids and the like if they were to 
be paid in full. The reduction for taking 
them in cash could be as much as a third 
or even a half. The special appropriation 
for soil conservation payments could be 
greatly reduced in this way. 

Thus revised, the Brannan program could 
be an improvement on the program of Title 
II in the present Hope-Aiken Act, but not 
necessarily an improvement on a revised 
Hope-Aiken Act.

Between Book Ends 


Brilliant and Brutal Novel 


JOURNEY INTO THE END OF THE NIGHT, by Louis 
Ferdinand Celine. (New Directions, 50? pos., $3.58.) 
Louis Ferdinand Celine’s novel “Jour- 

ney Into the End of the Night” is a bril- 
liant and brutal novel—a novel both beau- 
tiful and obscene, written by a man who 
at the time was an obscure French doctor 
engaged in his first literary venture. 

The book opens during the time of the 
first World War with Ferdinand Radamu 
trying to desert the French army and give 
himself up to the Germans in order to es- 
cape death on the battlefield. For Radamu 
national right or wrong does not exist. He 
wants safety. When his attempts to become 
a prisoner fail, he fakes a combat neurosis 
and wangles a discharge. 

Africa is the second stage of his jour- 
ney “to the end of the night.” Here the 
brutality and chicanery of colonial life 
helps further to break down his regard 
for human values. Next stop is America, 
and in a few biting 
chapters Celine draws 
a satirical picture of 
urbanized, mechan- 
ized life in the 
states. In Africa 
the morally vitiating 
influence was the 
inhumanity of man 
to man; in America, 
says Celine, it is the 
inhumanity of ma- 
chine to man. 

Back in “France 
Radamu studies med- 
icine and becomes a 
physician in Rancy, 

Celine a poor district in 
Paris. A procession of poverty-stricken pa- 
tients passes in sordid review through his 
dismal offices. But Radamu’s pride in self 
and profession is gone. His patients come 
to regard him with disdain, and slowly his 
practice disappears. Radamu sinks deeper 
into the night, and descends into a welter 
of meaningless depravities. Lack of inner 
will against the pressure of circumstances 
is responsible. His moral fibre is worn out. 

It is an insane world Celine is depicting, 
and the novel has its appropriate sym- 
bolic ending.

Hindsight permits the reader an interest- 
ing speculation. This is the second edition 
of the book which when first published in 
1934 created a literary furore. After World 
War II Celine was accused of having col- 
laborated with the Germans. As no pre- 
cise evidence could be brought forth to 
prove active collaboration, Celine was ex- 
iled from France because of passive collab- 
oration. The reader will find 
which may be construed to foreshadow the 
course the author took, but for all that, 
L’Affaire Celine still remains a mystery, 
and the book a powerful piece of writing.

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WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP)— 
United States District Judge Al- 
bert L. Reeves temporarily halted 
| Judith Coplon’s espionage trial to- 
day to study a defense demand 
ithat the Governmenj produce se- 
cret Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion reports in full. 

The judge called a three-hour, 
recess after listening to arguments 
by defense and prosecuting law-. 
yers on the issue. 

Extracts of the reports involved 
were found in Miss Coplon’s purse 
when she was arrested with Valen- | 
tin Gubitchev, a Russian. 

Says Defense Needs Reports. 

Defense Attorney Archibald 
Palmer is demanding that the 
Government put in evidence the 
entire reports. He said Miss Cop- 
‘lon needs them for her defense. 

Palmer shouted that the Gov- 
ernment had “opened the door” for 
introduction of the full reports by 
offering partial reports matching 
the papers found in Miss Coplon’s 
pocketbook. 

Raymond P. Whearty and John 
M. Kelley Jr., the Government | 
prosecutors, contended there was* 
nothing in the remainder of the | 
reports bearing on Miss Coplon’s 
conduct. 

If the Government is required 
to produce the full reports, Kelley 
said, it faces the “sad choice” of 
exposing secrets to the world or 
dismissing the prosecution. 

Suggests Judge See Reports. 

Kelley suggested that the prose- 
cutors submit to Judge Reeves 
the full FBl reports and that he 
then decide whether they should 
be admitted into evidence.

Suggestion of Compact, . 
Rayburn has declined to tell re- 
porters the nature of the settle- | 
ment proposed by the defendant 
states. But it is believed that they 
have suggested a compact between 
the federal government and the | 
three states which would vest 
nominal ownership of the mar- 
ginal sea in the federal govern- 
ment but retain for the states full 
authority over the leasing, devel- 
opment and production of the oil 

fields in the coastal area. 

Royalties from leases would be 
collected by the states, but would 
be divided with the federal gov- 
ernment, The compact would be 
subject to ratification by Con- 
gress and the Legislature of the 
three states. The states would at- 
tempt to set up conservation regu- 
lations to limit production. 

Purpose of Government. 
Such conservation attempts by 
the individual coastal states, oil 
experts note, have been far from 
successful in the past, with power- 
ful oil firms exerting strong influ- 
ence on some State Legislatures. 
A principal objective of the na-' 
tional government in the whole ' 
tidelands controversy has been to 
obtain full control over the tide- 
lands in order to set up oil re- 
serves in the public interest. 
Under state leases, oil operators 
have been taking the oil out of the 
tidelands as fast as possible, thus 
depleting the reserve for any na- 
tional emergency.

The incident occurred when 
Judge Medina cited Gates for con- 
tempt for refusal to reply to ques- 
tions regarding the identity of 
Communist party associates, and 
sentenced him to jail until the 
contempt was- purged or for a 
Period not to exceed 30 days. 

As one man, the 11 defendants, 
seated in a row, arose when Judge 
Medina pronounced the sentence 
in soft and measured tones. Win- 
ston, a Negro, the national party

LONDON, June 3 (UP)—Bruce 
Woodcock’s surprise knockout vic- 
tory over Freddie Mills will pro- 
vide Great Britain with a “battle 
of the century,” on Sept. 6 when 
Woodcock fights American Lee Sa- 
vold at London for consideration 
as world heavyweight champion. 

Woodcock, a former railroad 
fireman of Doncaster, England, 
earned the Savold fight by knock- 
ing out Mills, world lightheavy- 
weight champion, at 1:30 of the 


fourteenth round last night before | 


a sell-out crowd of 46,000 at White 
City Stadium. He floored Mills 
nine times during the bloody, 
wild-slugging brawl. 

Mills’s world 175-pound title was 
not at stake in the scheduled 15- 
round bout; 
risking his European and British 
Empire heavyweight titles. 

Woodcock Won First Bout. 

The British Board of Boxing 
Control will recognize the Wood- 
cock-Savold winner as _ world 
heavyweight champion — as suc- 
cessor to retired Joe Louis. Even 
without such recognition, this re- 
turn encounter between Woodcock 
and Savold of Paterson, N.J., 
would captivate completely Bri- 
tish sports fans because of the 
fiery international 
voked by their first meeting last 
December, and because of Wood- 
cock’s notable improvement since 
then.

in the fourteenth. In addition, 
Mills slipped to the canvas in the 
eighth when he missed a punch, It 
was not a knockdown. 

Woodcock likewise slipped 
the third and sixth rounds. 
trips were not knockdowns. 

Mills suffered a gashed left 
brow in the third round, and his 
left eye was nearly closed in the 
fourth. He bled at intervals from 
the brow. Woodcock bled pro- 
fusely from his nose after the sec- 
ond round.

HAT to do is more than a 
$64 question for Bill and 
Charley DeWitt, the St.

AFL Electrical Workers

FLORA, Ill., June 3—The fight 
of Charles A. Crowder, publisher 
and editor of the Flora Sentinel, 
to keep a group of Flora business 
men from seizing his plant and 
putting him out of business, has 
been won with the help of the 
AFL International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers. 

D. W. Tracy, international pres- 
ident of the brotherhood, has 
wired from Washington willing- 
ness to make a loan to pay off the 
note and mortgages under which 
a small syndicate of Flora men 
have been proceeding against 
Crowder in an attempt to gain 
possession of his machinery of

Pilot Finally Lands Craft With Two Engines 
Dead — Men Who Bailed Out 


Sighted in Three Hours. 


OROFINO, Idaho, June 3 (AP) 
—Eight airmen who jumped from 
a crippled B-29 yesterday were 
rescued from the rugged north 
Idaho mountains today. 

They received only minor bruis- 


es and sprains in parachuting, the 
Air Force base at Spokane, Wash., 
said. The limping plane landed 
safely in Spokane after the men 
bailed out. 

Sheriff's officers here said the 
men were taken this morning to 
headquarters, a timber camp near 
Pierce. They were picked up by 
trucks after a -10,000-foot jump 
over Mullan Pass into heavily- 
wooded terrain on the Idaho-Mon- 
tana border. 

Capt. R. W. Schroeder, pilot of 
the Superfort, ordered all but four 
men and himself to jump when 
the plane’s number four engine 
caught fire. Limping back to 
Spokane, the number four propel- 
ler flew off and smashed a gaping 
hole in the number three engine, 
disabling it. 

Schroeder, a veteran of 46 mis- 
sions over Germany, brought the 


plane in on two engines to a 
perfect landing. 

Arr rescue uhits from McChord 
Air Base, Wash., plus many pri- 
vate airplanes and ground search 
parties, joined in a hunt for the 
men who jumped. 

They were found within three 
hours. Supplies were dropped 
along with a note directing them 
to the Orofino road three miles 
away. 

The men who bailed out were 
M-Sgt. Wayne 8S. Reida, Spokane, 
bombardier; Lt. Donald D. Miller, 
Brunswick, Neb., radar operator; 
S-Sgt. Ward D. McConnell, Mil- 
waukee, Ore., radio operator; Sgt. 
Ivan W. Henderson, Raymond, 
Wash.; Sgt. Charles A. Chandler, 
Rusk, Tex.; Sgt. Paul A. Lenart, 
Spokane; Lt. Jack F,. Moons, Dal- 
las, Tex., and M-Sgt. A. C. Walls, 
Webster Groves, Mo. The last 
three men were passengers. 

The men who stayed with 
Schroeder aboard the ship were 
his co-pilot, Lt. W. R. Sharrock, 
Lt. Robert B. Coe, navigator; 
M-Sgt. Richard Denning, flight 
engineer, and Lt. Laurence C. 
Manns, another passenger.

Judgment 
Was promptly taken on the note 
and an execution issued against 
the machinery. 

While Crowder gained time by 
defensive court action, a drive 
was started by local unionists to 
raise a fund for him by appealing 
to individual members and others. 
The .elegram, which came from 
Tracy yesterday, commended 
Crowder for his fight to maintain 
the principle of a free press and 
continued: 

“Under our system of free 
democratic government, freedom 
of the press is a fundamental 
principle which must be fought 
for vigilantly and tirelessly by all 
true believers in our Constitution. 
Accordingly we of the Internation- 
al Brotherhoed of Electrical Work- 
ers (AFL), in the exercise of our 
rights as American citizens, have

Crowder has said Mrs. Pauline 
Colborn was “the contact” in pur- 
chase of the mortgage by the 
Flora men, Mrs. Colborn is sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Flora Rec- 
ord Publishing Co., which pub- 
lishes the Daily News-Record. 


She said earlier she got the 
mortgage from the bank at Carmi 
but added “I got the mortgage on 
my own initiative and not in my 
capacity on the News-Record. It 
had nothing to do with any labor 
dispute, so far. as I’m concerned.” 


Last night, Mrs. Colborn made 
this comment on the union loan 
to Crowder: “I’m glad he got the 
money, and hope it'll get things 
settled down to normal here.” 

G. Earl Wood, president of the 
Flora Record Publishing Co., said 
earlier the News-Record took no 
sides in the labor disputes, printed 
no editorial comment “in any 
shape or form,” and that it carried 
advertisement for both sides. He 
said the newspaper’s. relations 
with the union “have been fine.”

2DE GAULLE MEN 
HELD AFTER ARMS 
CFIZURE IN PARIS 


Party Officials Among 16 
Apprehended in Cap- 
ture of Two Bus Loads 
of Weapons. 


PARIS, June 3 (AP) — An In- 
terior Ministry spokesman said to- 
day political followers of Gen. 


Charles de Gaulle were among 16 


persons apprehended last night 
when two busloads of arms and 


ammunition were seized. 
The De Gaullists were not ar- 
rested but were “questioned very 


closely,” the informant said. They 
still are being held, he added. 

The spokesman said_ several 
members of the group of 16 were 
known to have had “close con- 
tact” with several high French 
army officers. He would not 
identify the apprehended men, but 
said two of them were “council- 
lors” in De Gaulle’s political 
party, the Rally of the French 
People, which is not represented 
in the French Government. 

(The United Press, in a some- 
what different version, reported 
the 16 persons involved were “ar- 
rested,” including six DeGaullists. 

(The UP said the seizures re- 
sulted from an investigation into 
attempts to demoralize the Army. 
It said the investigation initially 
centered on Communists, includ- 
ing newspaper editors and mem- 
bers of the National Assembly. It 
pointed out that the DeGaullists, 
now reported involved in the in- 
quiry, are enemies of the Com- 
munists. 

(The busses, said the UP, were 
seized at Meudon and Longjumeau 
on the edge of Paris, after police 
had received a tip from one of 
the persons being questioned. The 
busses were said to have come 
from Perigeux, in southern 
France. 

(The UP said the tip came from 
Jean DeLore, 50-year-old engineer, 
who had been questioned once be- 
fore after creating a disturbance 
in the public gallery of the 
Council of the Republic, upper 
house of the French parliament).

JUDGE WILLIAMS 
AGAIN DENOUNCES 
CARDINALS GitTS 


Attacks ‘Ball Park Lot- 
tery’ After Grand Jury 
Report Barely Men- 
tions Gambling. 


Circuit Judge Francis E. Wil- 
liams renewed his attack on give- 
away contests sponsored by big 
business firms today when the 
Circuit Court grand jury presented 
its final report. In a courtroom 
lecture—his second of the week— 
the jurist heatedly denounced the 
management of the St. Louis Car- 
dinals for giving away automo- 
biles to spectators at the baseball 
games. 

Although members listened to a 
two-hour speech on the evils of 
gambling last Tuesday, the grand 
jury in its six-page report today 
gave only one sentence to this 
subject. 

“Your jurors appreciate the very 
comprehensive lecture your honor 
gave us on gambling and would 
like to see wide distribution of 
your manuscript on that subject,” 
the report stated. 

Another Prepared Speech. 

Judge Williams was ready with 
another prepared speech, which he 
delivered in ringing tones. “As an 


nals,” he declared, “T am con- 
cerned about this ball park lot- 
tery. The Cardinal team is an 
honored and honorable St, Louis 
institution. 

“But the king is dead, (Robert) 
Hannegan has disposed of his in- 
terest. The nemesis of gambling 
is gone, and though a new king 
is on the throne, the flags of true 
sport are at half mast.”

Ray said he had been on a fish- 
ing trip to Grayville, Ill. He said 
he noticed he was being followed 
so he stopped his automobile and 
stepped out of it. 

The wounded man said the other 
car then pulled up alongside of 
him and asked him what he was 
doing. Then one of the men 
pushed a shotgun through the 
window and fired at him. 

Ray pulled himself up from the 
ground after the car had left and 
drove into Fairfield. 


GOV, SMITH SIGNS MEASURE 
SUSPENDING ONE-CENT TAX 


Special to the Post- Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 3—A 
state tax reduction bill was signed 
yesterdey by Gov. Forrest Smith. 
The act suspends for three years 
a one-cent levy on the $100 valu- 
ation for payment of interest on 
the State’s indebetedness. The 
savings to taxpayers is estimated 
at about $400,000 a year. 

The one-cent tax is- being sus- 
pended through 1951 because there 
is a surplus of about $1,000,000 in 
the state’s interest fund, and the 
interest requirement on outstand- 
ing bonds amounts to only $250,000 
@ year. 

The act was rushed through the 
Legislature so the reduction would 
be applicable to 1949 tax bills, and 
under an emergency clause it goes 
into effect immediately. The bill 
was sponsored by Representative 
Cecil T. Taylor of Shelbyville.

Much is made of Ploeser’s for- 
mer post as head of the House 
Small Business Committee both in 
the confidential brochure prepared 
for use in soliciting money from 
“founders” and in a printed pam- 
phiet published after the name 
changed to the Council for Inde- 
pendent Business. The printed 
pamphlet apparently is intended 
for wider circulation, because it 
does not give the financial de- 
tails quoted above from the 
brochure, nor does it list the 
trustees. 

Ploeser Heads Founders. 
In the brochure Ploeser is list- 
* first among the seven named 
as “founders and trustees.” The 
pamphlet contains no list of 
founders, trustees or officers, but 
it, as does the brochure, quotes 
from a report of the committee 
Ploeser formerly headed on the 
importance of small business as 
“the remaining bulwark of cap- 
italism in the United States.” 

The brochure adds to the exerpt 
from the committee report this 
passage which does not appear in 
the pamphlet: 

“All during 1948 the Hon. Wal- 
ter C. Ploeser, in his capacity as 
chairman of the House Small 
Business Committee, spoke to 
groups throughout the country, 
warning them of what was hap- 


dent at $25,000 a year if $175,000|, 


pening té small business in this 
country. 

“When Mr, Ploeser returned to 
St. Louis to conduct his business 
enterprises there, he learned that 
forward looking independent busi- 
ness men from all sections of the 
country had heeded his warning. 

“They came to him and per- 
suaded Mr. Ploeser that his lead- 
ership was required to assist in 
the development of a strong na- 
tional organization that will be 
the effective voice of all inde- 
pendent business. Mr. Ploeser 
agreed to assist in the develop- 
ment of the American Institute 
of Independent Business.” 

Purposes of the institute are set 
out as maintenance of a public re- 
lations staff in Washington and 
‘. . . to present to the Congress 
and the various federal and state 
agencies the viewpoint of the in- 
dependent business men to the 
end that legislation beneficial to 
the independent business man will 
be enacted and legislation that will 
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adversely affect the independent 
position in a free, competitive 
system will, not be enacted.” 

Just before he left Congress last 


year, as the Post-Dispatch told in 
a story dated Dec. 31, Ploeser, us- 
ing the facilities of the House. 
Small Business Committee and its 
franking privilege, sent out 20,000 
letters thanking his friends for 
support and saying it was his 
“firm intention” to continue his 


interest in government and his as- 
sociations in Washington. 


“I plan to continue to work to 
further the cause of small busi- 
ness,” this letter added. “I be- 
lieve I can be of increased use- 
fulness.” 

Ploeser, however, at that time 


told the Post-Dispatch he intend- 
ed to return to St. Loouis and de- 
vote himself to his insurance busi- 
ness. He said he had no intention 
of becoming a lobbyist or of ac- 
| cepting a fee for any services he 
might perform for his former con- 
stituents.

j Lacking stamps and placing them 
'on letters is becoming passe, he 
added. 

Instead, more and more people 
are using the meter system of 
stamping letters, Dickmann said. 
He added that at least 60 per cent 
of the mail handled by the St. 
Louis post office bears meter im- 


pressions rather than the conven- 
tional stamps. 

Doctors, dentists, lawyers and 
small and large business concerns 


prefer the meter system of stamp- 


ing letters, because it expedites the | 
handling of mail in the post of-| 
fices. Letters with meter impres- | 
sions instead of stamps do red 
have to be canceled and can go 
direct to the distribution section. 


The main post office and the old 
post office have meter machines 
in the lobbies as do many of the 
branch offices. Dickmann said 
metered mail accounted for 82 per 
cent of the 17 per cent increase in 
receipts of the post office for the 
first four months of this year.

ALTER WANGER has put a good helping of tried 
W and true ingredients for a successful commercial] movie 
into “TULSA,” at the MISSOURI THEATER. 

There is the sweet little girl turned into a hard, embittered, 
power-mad and money-mad woman by the

3 HE barbecue seasqn is well 
upon us and Pop is in the 
backyard showing them how 
it should be done, the proper oper- 
ation of a barbecue being strict- 
ly a man’s business. We have 
gone into the handling of steaks, 
ribs and chops in this column 
to a considerable extent but there 
is no limit to the meats, vege- 
tables and fish that can be 
cooked over a grate or an open 
fire. The sauce makes the bar- 
becue, all other things being 
equal, and there are always new 
ones and endless methods of ex- 
perimentation. In fact, one of 
the great satisfactions in owning 
and operating a well-equipped 
barbecue pit is the opportunity 
to use the culi imagination 
for the creation of something new 
and different. 

I came upon a barbecue sauce 
(they tell me there is nothing new 
about it) while touring to Fior- 
ida last winter and it is certainly 
tasty enough to be passed along. 
Give it a try but don’t be afraid 
to make any changes that might 
suit your own taste. 

Like this: 

Make a dry mixture by mixing 
a half cup of brown sugar with 
two tablespoons of chili powder, 
two tablespoons of celery seed, 
two tablespoons of salt and one 
tablespoon of paprika. Rub this 
into the ribs, chops or beef. I 
wouldn’t use it on fowl or fish. 
You will use up most of it. Let 
it stand for eight or 10 hours. 
Now take what dry stuff is left 
and mix it with enough canned 
tomato paste and vinegar to com- 
prise a basting sauceg Keep the 
meat well damped as it cooks on 
the grate over a slow fire. You 
will find the result is really some- 
thing good to eat. 

Another excellent sauce (every- 
bodv has his favorite) makes use 
of honey and it is a mighty fine 
addition. 

In this fashion: 

Put one-fourth cup of olive oil 
in a deep iron pan and heat it. 
Add a dozen finely chopped

spring onions. Cook tender but 
do not brown. Mix a half a cup 
of strained honey, a cup of white 
vinegar, a cup of tomato paste, 
one-fourth cup of some good dark 
steak sauce and a goodly dash of 
Worcestershire sauce. Add _ to 
the olive oii and onions. Boil. 
Use it to baste the barbecued meat.

Barbecue Season Is Upon Us, When Pop Gets to Do His Stuff — Recipes 


Like this: 

Melt one-fourth pound of butter 
in a deep iron pan. Now add 
rapidly (it is best to have them 
all at hand) two tablespoons each 
of the following: tomato catsup, 
lemon juice, vinegar, chopped par- 
sley, water. 

Stir well and then add: a small 
pinch of cayenne, a teaspoon of 
dry mustard, a teaspoon of Ta- 
basco, a half teaspoon of onion 
salt, a half clove of crushed gar- 
lic, a tablespoon of tomato paste. 
Mix all well and let it simmer 
over a slow fire. 


Paint the ribs with the sauce 
before they go on the grill and 
have enough to keep painting 
them as they are turned. Keep 
them moist as they cook slowly. 

Barbecue was originally a term 
for meats cooked in great 
trenches in the ground, on hot 
coals or heated rocks. In those 
days it meant whole roasted 
sheep and pigs, or great hunks 
of beef. Some of these aaimals 
were cooked on spits, with the 
hide and hair still on, to Save 
the trouble of skinning. Others 
were whacked into chunks, rolled 
into newspapers and dampened 
gunny sacks and cooked in the 
ground for days. 

South Americans were most 
likely the first of the barbecue 
kings and they have a sauce that 
is just as good now as it was a 
century ago. Here it is: 

Fry a chopped onion in olive 
oil. Add two minced cloves of 
garlic. Next four chopped toma- 
toes, four pieces of pimento, 
chopped, a fourth of a pound of 
ground ham, three crushed chili 
peppers and simmer all. Blanch 
a tablespoon of almonds and grind 
them. Toast two tablespoons of 
sesame seeds. Grind them and a 
tablespoon of peanuts together. 
Put through grinder again with 
almonds. Add to the pan. Stir and 
simmer. Thin slowly with beef 
bouillon until you have a bar- 
becue sauce of the right thick- 
ness. 

Eat and call the fire depart- 
ment.

They couldn’t get 
along with people. They lacked social understanding. 

Not long ago an industrial psychiatrist who had consulted 
with over 5000 maladjusted workers, said their most frequent 
problem was inability to get along with other people. 

I don’t want to convey the impression that technical skill 
and mechanical ability are not essential to success. But they 
must be supplemented with a good knowledge of applied 
psychology if you wish to hold your job in this competitive age.

On the practical side, moths and 
carpet beeties have no use for it. 
Also it can be laundered or dry 
cleaned, and is resistant to mil- 
dew.

fibers. 


If you were to handle a wisk 
of this new fiber, you would be 
at the downy, caressingly 
soft feel—somewhat like milkweed 
floss except that the fibers are 
crimped for use gs yarn. Thus it 
is able to impart this softness and 
resilience to blended fabrics, giv- 
ing them a new feel and appear- 
ance of luxury.

S there are still a good many 
A all plaster walls in this coun- 

try, as there are still people 
who like to repaint them from 
time to time with an oil paint, 
we thought we'd give a few inches 
of type to what you should do to 


prepare the wall surface for the 
paint. 


First of all the old painted sur- 
face should be washed down. - A 
soapless cleaning compound should 
be used. If you are working in 
the kitchen or bath, use turpen- 
tine to remove the grease that is 
almost sure to have collected on 
the surface. If the old coat is 
with an enamel, give it a light 
sanding to cut the gloss so that 
the new coat will stick properly. 


If you run into any spots where 
the paint has peeled or cracked, 
get rid of these areas. The old 
paint can be removed with a 
scraper but sometimes a little 
paint remover i$ necessary. When 
you have the paint off you will 
note that it has left a slight de- 
pression and this has to be filled 
in before you can start on the 
main job.

East won with 
the club ace, and probably on the 
theory that it wouldn’t hurt to 
make South use up his trumps, In 
case he had started with only one 
club, returned the club nine. 

Needless to say, South did ruff 
the club return, and after he had 
cashed one more trump, this was 
the six-card position: South had 
his original three spades, one 
trump and the K-6 of diamonds. 
West still had his four spades, one 
diamond and the club king. Dum- 
my had been reduced to A-5 of 
spades, Q-4-2 of diamonds and the 
club queen. East held his three 
spades and the J-10-7 of diamonds. 

Now, exercising great care in 
his timing, South led the diamond 
six to the queen und the diamond 
deuce to the king. West safely 
d.scarded a spade, but when South 
then cashed his last trump, West, 
to keep the high club, had to relin- 
quish another spade, reducing to 
two cards in that suit. Now that 
dummy’s club “threat” had done 
its part, the club queen was dis- 
carded—and it was East’s turn te 
feel the pressure! Forced to hold 
the high diamond, he, too, had to 
give up spade protection, and 
South won the last -hree tricks 
with the ace, king and seven of 
spades. 

If East, after taking his club
